which entailed denationalisa- 
tion of o number of in- 
dustries and the dissolution 
of unprofitable collective 
farma, Government spokes- 
men now lay so much stress 
on initiative and enterprise 
und even the profit motive 
that the Iatest Government 
statements bear an un- 

mistakable resemblance to a 
Tory olection manifestu! In 
fact, Tito has embarked on 
an extensive programme of 
“desoviotisation” of his 
country, And this, coupled 
with his desire to build 
national Sockalism within 
the country, waa rather the 
primary motive for the re- 
forms instituted in recent 
yenrs, Naturally, however, 
uny trend away from the 
rigid Stalinist system == in- 
volves the Introduction of 
personal, economic and even 
political freedom and this is 
certainly obvious in Yugo- 
alavia’s case and no attempt 
has been made to disguise 
it. 


ISSENTIALLY — Tilo's ex: 

pressed ulm 18 to mould 
the Yugoslav people into o 
single nation, lo bring all the 
<tiiferent natbonal Kroups 
within the country to the 
standard of living enjoyed 
by the most prosperous—In 
this cuse the Slovenes, But 
Tito must now be aware 
that every step he takes awny 
from doctrinal raldity Is 
bound to venken the Party 
and therefore to weaken the 
authority of a regime which 
Is sthll primarily based = on 
4, That is his = dilemma. 
He ts opposed in his reforms 
by the old orthouox group 
who view with dismay the 
consequent -— and perhaps 
Jogical—"Americanisation” of 
the country following their 
leader’s acceptance of dollar 
aid. He Is also opposed by 
a “Hberal factlon’ who {eel 
bis reforms do not go tar 
enough. This week, Milovan 
Djllas,-a. fervent liberal who 
was dismised from all official 
posts in January this year 
following his heretical attack 
on’ Yugoslavin’s one - party 
system, again criticised the 
inflexiblity of the regime and 
urged the creation of a new 


The French Assembly approved 
Atlantic Treaty Organisation last night but carly today the National 
Assembly forced the Premier, M. Pierre Mendes-France, to demand at 
least one more confidence yote on the actual 
Germany and ultimate success is still in doubt. 

Shortly after M. Mendes-Fran:e won a confidence vote on Germany 
entering NATO, the powerful Foreign Affairs Committee voted to recom- 
mend rejection of the Western European Union, under which Germany 
would be granted limited and controlled arms. 

The vote was 20 to 19 with four abstentions.

M. Mendes-France 


immediately announced he would demand a confidence vote on German 
rearmament alone at 4 p.m. Wednesday (1500 GMT). He said the govern- 
ment would draft a whole new ratification bill, leaving out WEU, in an 
effort to get around procedural difficulties. 

Details of the new bill were not dixclosed, but M. Mendes-France made it 
clear to the Assembly that #{ would call for ratification of German rearmament and 
would not include the once-defeated article outlining West European Union. 


Last night the Assembly voted 
289 to 251 in -approving German 
entry Into the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organisation. The vote 
was hailed as o great victory for 
M. Mendes-France, who had 
staked the life of his Govern- 
ment on the tssuc. 

M. Mendes-France, pate and 
obviously Ured, made o moving 
appeal to the Assembly just be- 
fore the first vote of confidence 
last night when he stressed) 
that the future of France was 
in the balance. 

He said bluntly he knew of 
no alternative to the Paris 
agreements, New incotings 
with Britain and the United 
States on this subject were no 
longer. possible, 


- REDUCED TO ZELQ: 


If the Paris agreements were 
rejected, “our crodit with the 
United States and Great Bri- 
tain will be reduced to zero. In 
Russia {t will be little more once 
we have broken with our allies.” 

He added: “A refusal would 
mean launching France on an 
adventure which would be 


murderous for the country and 
Its security. 

His strong speech secured him 
the majority of 38 votes, 

M. Mendes-France had Iin- 
tended to have another vote of 
condidence after his first suc~ 
cess, By» he withdrew It after 
the uuthors of two anti- 
Governmem motions aimed at 
holding up the application of the 
agreemen'y once they were 
ratified were withdrawn, 

TACTICAL DEFEAT 

Thly move was a_ tactical 
defert for the Government's 
chict opponents, the Popular 
Republicans led by the former 
Foreign Minis‘er, M. Georges 
Bidault, who was mainly 
responsible for the refecHon of 
German reermoment om Briday. 

The Assombly’s vote in tovour 
of admitting Germany to NATO 
seems almost certain t. be 
followed by another reversing 
Its Christinas Eve verdict egalnst 
rearining Germany In the 
Western European Union, 

But ff thy Assembly maintains 
its ban on German rearmament 
the entire “package” of the 


Paris agreements in Western de- 
fonce, which are practically in- 
divisible, would fail to the 
ground. Rejection <f German 
rearmament would thug annul 
the admission of Ger: y to 
NATO and the Franco-German 
agreement on the Saar.

Salina 
1s o ten-square-mile dot in the 
Mediterranean composed of the 
cones of two extinct volcanoes. 

The reports said the 5,000-odd 
fishermen, miners and formers_on 
Salina and the other islands fied 
into the fields in their night 
clothes as the earthquake started 
in the middle of the night. Some 
took shelter jn caves which their 
forefathers used op similar oc- 
casions.

This man, foo, with Dr (now 
Sir) William Penny, witnessed
